The Dardanelles is .. 

in mythologj and history. 
Its hanks and waters are rich iu the 
memories of famous men and hap 
p.'iiii' 

The Dardanelles is ihe II 
ponl of old. Thi' place is sacred Io 
the memory of Hero and Pander. 
It is a narrow strip of water scarce- 
ly a mile iu width and hardly forty 
in length'. H connects the Sea of 
Marmora with the Grecian Archi- 
pelago. The current is swift and 
strong, and the sleep cliffs frown 
down on the puffing steamship of 
to-day very much in the same wa.\ 
that they looked upon the shield 
skirted, long-oared Moats that hat 
tied al Sal.iinis. And from the be- 
ginning of history the strait has 
served as a narrow medium of com- 
munication between the learning 
i ml civilization of the West and 
superstition of the Orient. 

lis earliest history recked with 

romance. Everj one knows the 
siory of the Golden Fleece, which 
was instrumental in giving it its 
name of Hellespont. Phrixus and 

llelle, the children of Athamtls, 
the Prince of Pueolia, were about Io 
be sacrilied bo Jupiter, when they 
w ere say cd hy I h"ir mot her, N'ephela 

who mounted them on a lamb of 
kolden Fleece, which could 
sail through the air and tread the 
waters. But fate pursed, and 
while crossing this narrow strait 
Helle fell off and perished. The 
place was named for her. Helle. 
and ihe (Meek word, ponliis, for 
sea. And thus came the name 
Hellespont. 
Of all the mythological tales that 
about the strait nunc is more 
beautiful than that of Hero and 
Leander. Its tender sentiment has 
been the inspiration of more than 

one poet. The ill Starred Marlowe 
made il the subject of an exquisite 

creation. Both Goethe and Schiller 

have adorned the German with the 
story of the fatal love, and K 

iu a sonnet, has treated the subject 
in some of his most exquisite t 

Hero and Leander lived on op- 
posite shores of the Hellespont. 
Hero is Ihe 

the Grecian virgins and Leander 

was a vouno Appollo. She lived 

ai Sestos on the European shore, 
and his home w;is al Abydot 

Ihe s||, ir< leander loved 

Hero dearly . in fact, BO dearly lliat 
he swam the Hellespont 

night to see his mistress. When- 
ever she wanted him to conic she 
stood out on a cliff and waved a 
torch. Ami the sign of lit, 
(riven everj night. Hut there 

came a time when the torch was 
way cd and when Leander si 
to breast Ihe waters. lint Ihe 
t wen- high, and the gallanl 
lover sank forever beneath the 
billows. And when the heart- 
broken maid saw the body of her 
w ashed high upon the shore 
she plunged into the seething 



waters and Bought death. Thus 
were Hero and Leander united in 
lite and death. 

Another beautiful story lint;,.,.., 

about the banks of Ihe Hellespont. 
It is said that the domains of the 

foolish Kino Hildas overlooked the 
water. Hawthorne has told the 
sior.y or th,. greedy monarch .and 
his little Marigold; how he soon 
tired of the touch of gold and , 
sick al heart that there 
much wealth. Ancient Troy, that 
place made famous by Homi 
lines, stood upon (he cliffs of the 
Hellespont. Often on theii summits 
the fair Helen passed down upon 
the rushing water. Recently rt 
have been discovered th the 

location of Troy at the Hellespont. 
In one of the little Islands that 
lie near the opening of the strait is 
the Island which is said to fa 
been Ihelnnieof the Sappho.

We had scarcclv laid the remains 
of Bishop Ryan in the tomb when 
another dear friend, Peter Vincent 
Carroll, of this city, was called 
from his happy home and large 
family in tin- midst of his dav 8, 
Tin- death of this ideal Christian 

gentleman has brought great grief 

to many hearts besides those of the 
stricken household ; for I he deceased 
was universally recognised as a 
man of noble aims, of pure and 
edif J'ing life. He was born in \,« 
York City. Augusl 20, isi 
highly respectable parents. The 
distinguished priest, Fa1 her Levins, 
was his uncle. lie received a 
thorough education at Jesuit Col- 
lege, on Sixteenth Street, and has 
as classmates many who joined the 
ranks of the clergy. In young 
manhood Mr. Carroll married Jane. 
daughter of Stephen Wall, of 
I'aierson, \'..L. and after spending 

Ihi- first six years of his married 
life in the metropolis moved to 
Buffalo, which he had, up to the 
da.v of his death, made his home. 
Mr. Carroll's business life has
